Highway 111 
Hearing Set 
Wednesday 
Public hearing on the final 
precise plan for Highway lit 
from Ramon road south, as out 
lined in the master street plan, 
will be held by the city plan­ 
ning commission at 4 p. m., 
Wednesday.
